FORKIGN BIOGRAPHY), under "N" (page 92). See BIOGRAPHY, pp. 70-95, and the biogra- 
phi{.a] sub-divisions of FINK ARTS, pp. 186-188, and MUSIC, pp. 190-193. 

Descriptive Comment.— Brief descriptive comments are added where re- 
quin-d f«jr the reader's j^uidance, to mark the particular value or quality of 
individual books or authors. An asterisk (*) standing before the title of a book, 
marks it as i'S|)tMiallv noteworthy and valuable, and supplies the place of an 
approving roninif nt. 

Index of Subjects. — On pages iv-vi, is a finding-list of subjects for use in 
tlndini.; a h.xik on a i)articular subject, when the author and title are unknown. 

For c.v.iiiiple, in lookiri); for a book describing travel in Sweden, without knowing either title or 
author, turn to the Index of Subjects, where, under the word Travel, or the word Sweden, are mentioned 
the i».u;.r*, «)f th** Gl'Imr on which such b(X>ks occur. 

index of Autfiors.— On pages vii-xv, is a full Index of Authors, referring 
to tln' paj^es throughout the Guide on which are mentioned each author's books 
of dilTt'reiit kinds. 

For example, different books of Washington Irving are classed variously under FICTION, 
HISTORY, and TRAY F.I. 

Abbreviations.— The names of publishing firms are abbreviated where 
possible ; an explanatory' list is given on page xvi. Abbreviations used in the 
section Fiction, are explained on pages i and 39; other abbreviations are 
self-explanatory.
